Madam  Chairman,  Councillor  Mrs.  Wadsworth  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  submit  to  you  my  Annual  Report  on  the  health 
of  the  Rural  District  for  the  year  1956. 

1.  Hospitals  & Sanatorium  Provisions;-  The  Chronic  sick  continue  to 
be  cared  for  at  the  St.  Hilda’s  Hospital,  Whitby  and  at  the  General 
Wards  of  the  Avenue  Hospital,  Bridlington,  the  Bempton  Lane  Hospital, 
Bridlington  and  St.  Mary’s  Hospital,  Scarborough. 

2.  Public  Health  Laboratory  Service:-  The  Public  Health  Laboratory 
in  Hull,  under  the  direction  of  Dr.  J.H.  McCoy,  continue  to  carry  out 
bacteriological  examination  of  samples  of  water  and  milk  and  other  more 
recondite  investigations.  The  work  of  the  Public  Health  Department  is 
assisted  in  the  field  of  environmental  hygiene  and  sanitation  by  this 
valuable  information  which  is  available. 

Laboratory  work  of  non-public  health  interest  is  undertaken  by 
Pathologists  at  the  Westwood  Hospital,  Beverley  and  Scarborough  Hospital.

8.  Sewage  Disposal:-  Difficulties  continue  to  arise  at  the  Hunmanby 
Sewage  Works . The  Works  are  inadequate  in  size.  The  original  scheme 
drawn  up  by  our  Consulting  Engineer  in  1954  was  agreed  to  by  the  Council 
and  submitted  to  the  Ministry  of  Health  for  approval.  1954  was  a year 
of  financial  crisis  and  the  Ministry  of  Health  advised  that  half  of  the 
scheme  only  should  be  carried  out.  The  Council  agreed  to  this  curtail- 
ment hoping  that  half  a loaf  would  be  better  than  no  bread.  Unfortun- 
ately it  seems  that  half  a sewage  works  may  not  always  be  better  than 
none.  It  is  clear  that  very  considerable  extensions  to  the  Works  are 
essential.  Plans  are  being  prepared,  and  it  is  hoped  that  the  expend- 
iture will  be  sanctioned  by  the  Ministry  of  Health. 

9.  Housing : - Confirmation  of  the  Council's  programme  for  Slum 
Clearance  was  received  during  the  year.  The  Ministry  of  Housing  and 
Lucal  Government  agreed  that  30  houses  should  be  demolished.  A number 
of  properties  included  in  the  programme  were  demolished  during  1955. 

10.  In  July  Mr.  A.  Ridout  was  taken  ill  and  was  away  from  duty.  This 
created  a severe  strain  on  the  Public  Health  staff  and  it  is  greatly  to 
their  credit  that  no  serious  breakdown  in  the  Public  Health  Service 
occurred. 

Mr.  Ridout  has  been  Senior  Public  Health  Inspector  since  1943  and 
has  never  spared  himself  in  his  work  for  the  Council. 

It  is  v'lth  deep  regret  that  I have  to  record  his  retirement  due  to 
illhealth.

2 . Pood  & Meat  Inspections 


Five  private  slaughterhouses  were  licensed  to  slaughter  for  human 
consumption,  two  being  in  Hunmanby,  one  in  Burton  Fleming,  one  in  Rudsto^ 
and  one  in  Skips ea.  Early  in  the  year  the  amalgamation  of  the  two 

businesses  in  Hunmanby  resulted  in  the  closure  of  one  slaughterhouse, 
the  owner  will  net  re-let  the  premises  as  a slaughterhouse. 

Throughout  the  year  post  mortem  examination  was  carried  out  on. 
animals  slaughtered. 

Meat  Distribution  - Vehicles  used  for  retail  delivery  in  the  District 
were  inspected  summarily.

Fork  continued  as  in  previous  years  there  being  close  liaison  with 
the  Factory  Inspector. 

5 - Public  Cleansing  - Refuse  Collection  & Disposal 

A fortnightly  collection  of  household  refuse  was  maintained  through- 
out the  year  in  the  parishes  of  Hunmariby  and  Flamborough,  this  service 
is  extended  to  include  R.A.F.  Camp  Bempton.  Eighteen  collections  of 
household  refuse  were  made  over  a period  of  twelve  months  over  the 
remainder  of  the  District. 

A great  deal  of  trouble  was  experienced  with  mechanical  failure  on 
the  refuse  vehicle. 

The  refuse  tips  used  by  the  Council  during  the  year  were _ sealed  as 
effectively  as  possible  with  the  materials  available  on  the  tips.

6 . Rodent C ontrol 

Treatment  in  accordance  with  Ministry  of  Agr iculf ur e and  Fisheries 
practice  was  carried  out  as  a result  of  complaint  and  inspection. 

Refuse  Tips,  Sewage  Works  and  Sewers  were  given  treatment  as 
necessary. 

Close  contact  is  kept  with  the  Divisional  Rodent  Inspector, 

Ministry  of  Agriculture  and  Fisheries  on  all  matters  concerning  this 
work. 

7.  Public  Health  Acts 

Complaints  and  nuisances  were  dealt  with,  notices  requiring 
compliance  ¥/ith  the  Public  Health  Act,  1936,  being  served  when 
necessary. 

8.  Milk  Production 

Production  on  farms  is  supervised  by  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture  and 
Fisheries.  Complaints  are  received  from  time  to  time  concerning  dirty 
conditions  on  milk  producing  premises.  In  the  interest  of  public  health 
inspections  are  made  and'  the  necessary  report  made  to  the  Milk  Officer, 
Ministry  of  Agriculture  and  Fisheries. 

The  Milk  (Special  Designations) (Specified  Area)  Order,  1955,  has 
been  operative  for  twelve  months  and  all  milk  retailed  in  the  District, 
with  the  exception  of  Tuberculin  Tested,  is  now  heat  ' treated. 

9 . Sewerage  & Sewage  Disposal 

The  routine  work  of  maintenance  and  supervision  of  Sewage  Works 
and  Plant  continued.  The  additional  Works  completed  during  1955  were 
not  a satisfactory  answer  to  the  problem  at  Hunmanby.  Storm  ater  has 
contaminated  outfall  dykes  and  numerous  complaints  have  been  received 
concerning  the  dangers  of  this  pollution*  Surface  Water  from  roadways, 
springs  and  other  sources  has  created  problems  at  Hunmanby  which  call 
for  a great  deal  of  ingenuity  to  remedy, 

10.  Camps,  Vans,  Tents  and  Sheds 

The  standard  in  camps  licensed  under  Section  269  Public  Health  Act, 
1936,  is  good  in  many  cases,  but  a lower  standard  prevails  in  many 
instances  - it  is  hoped  to  improve  conditions  in  future  years. 

11.  Housing  Acts 

Confirmation  of  the  Council’s  programme  for  Slum  Clearance  was 
received  during  the  year.  A number  of  properties  included  in  the 
programme  were  demolished  during  1955* 
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12 . Public  Health  Department 


In  July  Mr.  A.  Ridout,  the  Senior  Public  Health  Inspector,  was 
taken  ill  and  was  away  from  duty  for  the  rest  of  the  year.  Eventually 
it  was  necessary  for  him  to  retire  on  grounds  of  ill -health. 

Greater  responsibility  was  thrown  on  all  members  of  Committees 
and  Public  Health  Staff,  and  it  is  my  wash  to  express  thanks  for  help 
given  so  readily  at  that  time.
